The numbers for 1918 shew an increase of 378, or 5- 5 per cent., 
in the case of boys, and an increase of 232, or 5- per cent., in the 
case of girls, and a total increase of 610, or 5 - 3 per cent., on the 
corresponding numbers in 1917. 

The examinations for 1918, which began on 12th June, and ex- 
tended over eight days, were held at 302 centres, in 141 different 
localities.

Appendix I.

Since our last report a Committee of Inquiry appointed by 
Your Excellency has considered and reported upon various ques- 
tions in connection with Intermediate Education in Ireland. 
While some members of the Board make reservations with re- 
gard to certain specific points we find ourselves in general agree- 
ment with the recommendations of the Committee. The 
findings of the Committee constitute a strong endorsement of 
the views of the Board as expressed on several occasions, and 
more especially in our Report for the year 1916. Their recom- 
mendations as to the basis of distribution at grants is practically 
identical with that outlined in that Report. They further 
emphasise the urgent need for increased funds particularly with 
a view to ameliorating the condition of the teachers, and express, 
the view that the funds at the disposal of the Secondary Educa- 
tion Authority should be elastic. Both of these were strongly 
urged by us in our Report for 1916. 

The evils and unfairness to the schools of a fixed grant have 
become more apparent than ever during the last few years. 
Owing to the war the demands upon the Board’s finances have 
naturally increased enormously, with the result that the amount 
available for School Grant has correspondingly diminished. It 
will be seen from the accounts of the Board that the increases 
have been almost entirely in items which -were outside the power 
of the Board to control. In items where control was possible 
every economy that could be made without loss of efficiency was 
made. We would especially call attention to the fact that in 
spite of the enormous increase in the cost of paper, printing, etc., 
the amount spent on these in the year 1918 was considerably 
less than in 1914. Had the most energetic efforts not been 
made to curtail expenditure in this direction one might have 
expected to find a very large increase, probably approximating 
to 100 per cent., instead of a diminution. While the printing 
and stationery bill for 1914 was about £2,662 the average for 
the last four years has been well under £1,930, a considerable 
achievement in such a period of rising prices. 

With regard to the question of expanding grants, we would 
draw Tour Excellency’s attention to the fact that on 4th March, 
1918, there was a debate in the House of Commons with 
reference to the Additional Parliamentary Grant. During the 
debate Mr. Samuels (the Solicitor-General for Ireland) spoke as 
follows : — 

“ In this matter I would like to say that Ireland should 
be treated by the Treasury as a cheerful giver. We have, 
however, a sum of £50,000 given to us, and, as you see by 
the Vote, it is an Equivalent Grant. That at once implies 
that it is not a stereotyped Grant. I have had the advan- 
tage of consulting the Financial Secretary to the Treasury, 
who assures me that it is what is called an Equivalent 
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viii Report of the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland 

Grant, and that it will vary from time to time, if this 
system of Equivalent Grants is continued, according to the 
amount that may be paid for English Education. Let me 
remove a misapprehension that possibly may exist. The 
name of the late Chief Secretary (Mr. Birrell), who cer- 
tainly did in his time all that he could to push the interest 
of Irish education, is very honourably associated with what 
is called the ‘ Birrell Grant.’ That is a stereotyped sum of 
£40,000. This grant of £50,000 is not a stereotyped sum.” 


The above is a very definite statement, and we find the follow- 
ing figures in the estimates for 1918-19 : —

Yet in these two years there has been no increase whatever 
in the £50,000 for Irish Intermediate Education. 


In 1917-18 we received £50,000 for the first time; in 1918-19 
we received the same sum; and again for the year 1919-20 the 
same sum appears in the estimates. 

It would seem from the figures for English education that 
there should have been a considerable increase in the amount 
paid in 1918-19 and estimated for 1919-20 for secondary educa- 
tion in Ireland. 

We trust that the undertaking indicated in the above speech 
will speedily be carried into effect.
